WASHINGTON, May 25.—Doug- 
las I. Macintosh, a Yale theology 
professor, and Miss Marie A. Bland, 
a nurse, both Canadians, were re- 
fused citizenship today by the 
United States Supreme Court be- 
cause of their refusal to bear arms 
in defense of the United States in 
time of war. 

Their cases have been pending 
for months, citizenship having been 
held to be their privilege by a Cir- 
cuit Court of Appeals. The final de- 
cision was close. Five justices fa- 
vored exclusion. Chief Justice 
Hughes and Justices Holmes, 
Brandeis and Stone dissented. 

Both Prof. Macintosh and Miss 
Bland saw service in France during 
the war. 

Macintosh, who is 54 years old, 
said he would pledge himself to 
take up arms only if he felt the 
cause of the United States to be 
just. 

Miss Bland said she would glad- 
ly serve as a nurse in any war of 
the United States but refused to 
take up arms under any circum- 
stang¢ges. 

Justice Sutherland delivered the 
majority opinion.

MUST STAND TRIAL FOR 
CONTEMPT IN VARE CASE

WASHINGTON, May 2 
Supreme Court today ruled that 
Thomas W. Cunningham, former 
Philadelphia Sheriff, must come to 
Washington for trial on charges of 
contempt of the Senate, arising 
from his refusal to reveal the 
source of $50,000 he contributed to 
the 1926 senatorial primary cam- 
paign of William 8. Vare. 

The decision reversed a ruling of 
the Circuit Court of Appeals at 
Philadelphia. Justice ‘Sutherland 
in delivering the opinion stated 
the question was whether the com- 
mitting magistrate in Philadelphia 
had the right to pass on the ques- 
tion of sufficiency of the indict- 
ment or whether that must be left 
for the trial court. He said the 
Philadelphia court had exceeded its 
authority and should have ap- 
proved the removal of Cunningham 
to Washington, where he could 
challenge the validity of the !Indict- 
ment on the grounds of relevancy.

Justice Sutherland said: ‘There 
are few finer, or more exalted senti- 
ments than that which finds expres-

is a hateful and abominable thing 
to be avoided by any sacrifice or 
concession that a free people can 
make. 

Hughes Cites Official Oath. 

“But thus far mankind has been 
unable to devise any method of in- 
definitely prolonging the one or 
entirely abolishing the other; and, 
unfortunately, there is nothing 
to afford positive 
ground for thinking that the near 
future will witness the beginning 
of the reign of perpetual peace for 
which all good men and women 
everywhere never cease to pray.” 

He said the war power tolerated 
no qualifications, or limitations and 
that Congress, not the Constitution, 
had relieved the obligation of 
armed seryice from citizens who 
are conscientious objectors. 

Chief Justice Hughes said the 
oath of naturalization was in sub- 
stance the one required of civil 
officers. To conclude that the gen. 
eral‘oath of office would bar cit- 
izens from office who had religious 
scruples against bearing arms, he 
said, would be repugnant to “the 
fundamental principle of represen- 
tative government."’ He added he 
saw no ground for interpreting the 
two oaths differently. 

The Chief Justice said the at- 
tempt to bin done’'s conscience by 
the taking of oaths, o rthe submis- 
sion to tests, has heen the cause of 
many deplorable conflicts.

After the equity suit was filed 
the company was reorganized.

Department of Justice announced 
that it would conduct a general 
investigation of the concern  be- 
cause of a “flood of complaints” 
from stockholders.

had declined from $27,000 to $4000 
and the mortgage company had de- 
clined to make a further deposit. 

Individual petitioners alleged 
failure to redecm bond interest 
coupons or principal.

“Draper, president; Walter 


vice president; George Nauman, as- 
sistant secretary and Edgar M. Mc- 
Donald, manager of the New York 
offices, was charged . Payments 
to banks in Boston, New York, Cin-

GIRCUMSTANTIAL

ON IN BRUNK TRIAL 


Aurora Bankers, Adams and 
Easley, Refuse to Testify 
Treasurer Knew of ‘Rent 
Account.’ 


OBJECTION BY 
DEFENSE OFFERED 


Demands Prima F acie Case 
of Conspiracy Be Estab- 
lished—Senate Consider- 
ing Legal Point.

JEFFERSON CITY, May 25,.— 


Managers for the House of Repre- 
sentatives in the impeachment trial 
of State Treasurer Brunk before 
the Missouri Senate, will rely en- 
tirely upon circumstantial evidence 
in the attempt to prove the several 
conspiracies charged in the articles 
of impeachment. There will be no 
direct testimony of those 


whom it is charged Brunk 
spired. 

This was announced to the Sen- 
ate this morning by Representative 
Carter of the managers in argu- 
ment on a technical legal point 
involving the introduction of cir- 
cumstantial evidence. 

The managers had expected to- 
day to place on the stand E. R. 
Adams and M. T. Easley, president 
and cashier of the Bank of Aurora, 
with whom it was ‘charged Brunk 
entered into an agreement that the 
bank officers should be permitted 
to divert State interest money. to 
the “Brunk rent account” in the 
Bank of Aurora, and to divide the 
diverted money between Brunk and 
themselves. 

Adams and Easley, both of 
whom are awaiting trial on crimi- 
nal charges in connection with the 
failure of the bank, came to Jeffer- 
son City last night. The managers 
conferred with them. The confer- 
ence disclosed that neither would 
testify, if placed on the stand, to 
any facts connecting Brunk with 
knowledge of the ficticious Brunk 
rent account c- of amounts paid by 
the bank officers from it in behalf 
of Brunk. 

Pierre Chouteau Bonds, 

Unable to present direct evidence 
the managers began to offer proof 
of circumstances which they con- 
tended would show not only the 
conspiracy in connection with the 
Bank of Aurora, but also would 
show a conspiracy between Brunk 
and J. Kenneth Edlin, president of 
the Provident State Securities Co. 
of Chicago, and William H. Nor- 
wine, a salesman for the com- 
pany, for the sale of the Pierre 
Chouteau apartment house bonds, 
which were rejected as security for 
State deposits. 

The witness offered was Clir- 
cuit Judge W. A. Higbee of Lap- 
caster, Mo., president of the Schuy- 
ler County Bank. Judge Higbee 
was questioned about a visit to his 
bank, a State depository, by Nor- 
wine and a second person, and it 
was clearly the intention of the 
managers to show that Norwine 
and his companion represented 
themselves as the representatives 
of Treasurer Brunk in an effort to 
induce the bank to trade Liberty 
bonds for the Pierre Chouteau 
ponds. 

John G. Madden, Brunk’s attor- 
ney, objected to the testimony on 
the legal ground that statements 
of alleged co-conspirators could not 
be offered until a prima facie case 
of conspiracy had been made out 
by the prosecution. Madden ad- 
mitted that a conspiracy might be 
shown by circumstantial evidence, 
but insisted that it must be first 
shown by circumstances entirely 
independent of the statements of 
the alleged co-conspirators. 

The direct point at issue did not 
go to the question of whether there 
had been a prima facie showing of 
conspiracy in the Bank of Aurora 
matter, but only as to the sale of 
Pierre Chouteau bonds. 

Carter Explains. 

Carter for the managers cited 
decisions of the courts to show 
that conspiracy could be shown by 
circumstantial evidence, that it was 
within the discretion of the court 
as to whether evidence could be 
offered in advance of the making 
of a prima facie case. Carter said 
that it was only by bringing before 
the Senate all the circumstances 
that the evidence of conspiracy 
could be shown. 

“Tl may say now,” Carter said, 
“that if this case depends upon di- 
rect testimony of the caenspirators, 
then it might as well stop now. We 
cannot present that direct testi- 
mony. We had expected to have 
two witnesses today (Adams and 
Easley), who would testify to the 
formation of the conspiracy, and its 
purpose, but we find that we will 
not have that testimony. We are

WASHINGTON, May 25.—Legis- 
lation to authorize the Govern- 
ment to conscript industries and | 
business enterprises in time of' 
war was drafted today by Senator | 
Brookhart (Rep.), lowa, for intro- 
duction in the next Congress. 

Brookhart’s bill would provide 
that the Government pay to the 
owners of conscripted property 
11-3 per cent upon their capital 
investments. The Iowan also would 
impose, in time of war, an income 
tax of 75 per cent upon net in- 
comes of $100,000 and less and 
would tax all excess of incomes 
above $100,000 100 per cent. 

He would restrict the profits of 
industries which are not conscript- 
ed to 11-3 per cent upon their 
capital investments.

were asked to meet with Nolte by 


William H. Wedemeyer, & mem- 
ber of the City Plan Commission 
and a former president and active 
member of the North St. Louis Bus- 
iness Men’s Association. His pur- 
pose, he said, was to hurry up con- 
struction. 
Nolte Walks Out in Anger. 


Greulich said he had asked for a 
price of $1.50 when before’ the 
commission. although last April he 
offered to accept $1. Nolte angrily 
left the room when Greulich insist- 
ed on $1.50, but when he returned 
Wedemeyer had induced Greulich 
to accept 75 cents. Greulich condi- 
tioned this upon acceptance by the 
city within 10 days. 

At 75 cents Greulich would re- 
ceive damages of $14,812.50, where. 
as the commission allowed him 
$39,500 for 19,750 square feet. 

Luedinghaus said he had been 
willing to donate needed property 
to the city if other property own- 
ers would do the same. However, 
when others would not agree, he 
felt he should receive the same 
as they. He was willing to accept 
25 cents a square foot for 27,000 
square feet of less desirable prop- 
erty, Which was the commission’s 
award, and also to accept 75 cents 
instead of $2, as awarded by the 
commission, for 13,440 square feet. 

For the better tract, including 
eorner property, he would receive 
$10,080 instead of $26,880. 

Other Property Owners. 


No effort has been made to ar- 
range a conference between Nolte 
and Peter Buselaki and the Hamp- 
ton Investment Co., owners of 
property awarded $2 a square foot. 
The commission, which had agreed 
on a price of $1.50 a square foot, 
was induced to increase the amount 
by Raymond Hartmann, attorney 
for Buselaki and the Hampton 
company, and son of Circuit Judge 
Moses Hartmann, who appointed 
the commissioners.

~THOMASSON ENDED 


Petition of Second Cousin Un- 
der Which Appointment Was 
Made Is Withdrawn. 


A solution of Hugh W. Thomas- 
son’s complicated affairs appeared 
imminent this afternoon when Mrs. 
Emma Bolles, a second cousin, 
withdrew the petition upon which 
Thomasson had been declared of 
unsound mind and a guardian ap- 
pointed for him.

At the same time Wilfred Jones, 
Denny's law partner, filed a mo- 
tion for Thomasson’'s wife, the for- 
mer Grace Mahood, asking that an 
award of $2500 to the receiver, W. 
H. Pfeifer, and a similar amount 
to Robert F. Stanton, attorney for 
the receiver, be held up. Mrs. 
Thomasson’s motion described the 
awards as excessive and said they 
had been granted without notice to 
Thomasson or his wife. The receiv- 
er, according to the motion, has 
merely geen acting as agent for the 
Thomasson property for a relative- 
ly short time. 

Earlier in the day, Circuit Judge 
McElhinney overruled a petition of 
Thomasson filed by Denny, -for pay- 
ment from the estate of $500 im- 
mediately and $150 a week to 
Thomasson. Since the receiver was 
appointed all he has received from 
the estate is one of his violins, 

However, Denny asserted only a 
few legal steps remain before 
Thomasson will be free of jurisdic- 
tion of the courts.

Bernreuter Tells Madison County Grand Jury

In a scathing summary of the 
criminal situation in Madison 
County, Circuit Judge Louis Bern- 
reuter inducted a new grand jury 
into office at Edwardsville today 
and advised the jurors to stop 
criticising other places and “cleau 
up your own county.”

Victims Said to Have Had Affi- 
davits and Photos That 
Would Harm Suspect.

Police investigating the slaying of 
Charles H. Crawford, politician,

killings. Marco is serving a term 
for shooting two men in a beach 
brawl. 

Investigators said Clark, who 
prosecuted Marco, was lured to a 
gay party between the time of 
Marco's first trial, which resulted 
in a hung jury, and his’ second 
hearing. They said they had evi- 
dence that photographs were made, 
or Clark thought they were made, 
of himself and women at the party, 
and that the women made affi- 
davits. 


The affidavits and pictures, or 
supposed pictures, were used by 
Marco, investigators said, in an ef- 
fort to force Clark to manipulate 
the jury panel in a manner favor- 
able to Marco. Superior Judge 
William Doran said he “didn’t like 
the atmosphere of the Marco case” 
and dismissed the entire panel. 
Marco’s conviction followed.

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MAIL PILOT KILLED 
WHEN PLANE HITS 
SIDE OF MOUNTAIN 


James D. Cleveland Crash- 
es on Nittany in Pennsyl- 
vania—1000-Pound Car- 
go Destroyed. 


By the Associated Press, 

BELLEFONTE, Pa., May 25.— 
His plane caught in a snow storm 
on the peak of Nittany Mountain 
near here, James D. Cleveland, air 
mail pilot crashed to his death, 
yesterday, while flames from his 
burning ship signaled attendants 
awaiting him at a nearby airport. 

The pilot’s charred body, wedged 
in the blackened cockpit, was found 
five hours later, where the plane 
crashed after careening 500 feet 
through boulders and scrub. Its 
wing was torn, its fuselage was 
ripped apart and its gasoline tank 
was shattered by branches of trees. 

Cleveland failed by inches to 
clear the rugged peak, just beyond 
which lay the Bellefonte Airport, 
his destination, according to air- 
port workers who viewed the scene 
of the wreck, and who were pre- 
paring for Cleveland’s landing 
when they noticed the glow in the 
sky. Fearing the pilot might have 
crashed in the storm the searchers 
set out for the mountain top im- 
mediately. 

The crash occurred at 12:50 a. m., 
Executives of the National Air 
Transport, operators of the air mail 
line, said they were unable to esti- 
mate the value of the 1000 pounds 
of mail burned in the plane. 

The aviator left New York for 
Cleveland at 10:30 p. m. Saturday. 
He was on his customary route, the 
one he had been following since he 
was transferred east last summer 
from Kansas City, whence he had 
flown mail to Dallas, Tex. All last 
winter he successfully fought bliz- 
zards over the dangerous Alleghan- 
ies. 

He was unmarried. 


SOVIET TO TAX EMPLOYERS 
AND WORKERS TO RAISE FUND 


Ruling Provides Levy of 12 to 60 
Per Cent on Incomes to 
Get $55,000,000. 

MOSCOW, May 25.—To assist in 
raising $55,000,000 for building 
workers’ houses in 1931, the Gov- 
ernment has announced it will levy 
a tax on employes and employers, 
exempting agricultural workers, the 
army. navy, police, students, pen- 
sioners and persons who have fre- 
ceived honorary decorations. 

The levy will be collected in 
June, July and August. It divides 
the taxpayers into five categories: 
Workers, employes, writers, jour- 
nalists and scientists; artisans and 
craftsmen who have no assistants; 
artisans and craftsmen having not 
more than three assistants; owners 
of houses; owners of industrial 
plants employing labor. 

All income over $37.50 a month 
will be taxed from $6 to $20; in- 
comes over $125 will pay from $15 
to $62.50; incomes over $150 will 
be taxed from 12 to 60 per cent.

Tortuously, they move along twigs 
and branches until .within about 
six inches of some unsuspecting 
insect. And .then,. almost faster 
than the eye can follow, a _ long, 
sticky tongue darts out and back 
and the insect is mysteriously gone, 
The chameleon. climbs feebly, tot- 
tering a little, tothe next bug when 
the whole performance is repeated. 
The average chameleon's capacity 
for flies and roaches seems inex- 
haustible, but like all reptiles, they 
can live for long periods without 
food. 


New animals and birds received 
at the Zoo recently are a series of 
contradictions. There is, for ex- 


ample, the_ boxing kangaroo that 
refuses to box; the mild, dove-like 
bird whose strange, ringing call 
can be heard three miles away; the 
wild reed-buck that isn’t wild at 
alland the plump furry beast re- 
sembling a woodchuck whose near- 
est relative is the elephant. 

And then there is the awkward, 
slow-moving chameleon who lives 
on flies and other insects which he 
catches with incredible speed. Not 
to mention the rare Australian ka- 
gus that should be able to fly, but 
can’t because they are in a stage 
of evolution toward flightlessness. 

Jerry, the kangaroo, refused 
flatly to stand up to Gene, the pad- 
dock keeper, and box like a man. 
Progressing in long easy hops, he 
kept well from Gene until the 
keeper produced a can of oats. 
Then he stopped long enough to 
eat the oats and disdain a prof- 
fered carrot, and he continued 
hopping while Gene trotted behind, 
muttering, “He did it before, when 
he was inside. He sure did. Don’t 
know what's the matter now, un- 
less its the camera. He might be 
afraid of that.” 

Wild Reed-buck Tame as Dog. 

Gene, however, recovered his 
discomfiture when George P. Vier- 
heller, who was showing around a 
group of visitors, asked to see 
“that wild reed-buck.”

Britt 
pushed him inside the bank when 
he approached the door, Wolfen- 
berger said, and Britt and Lee or- 
dered everyone inside the bank to 
lie on the floor while they looted 
the bank. 

Cyrus C. Reuterman, who owns 
an automobile agency at East St. 
Louis and Granite City, appeared 
as an alibi witness for O’Connor. 
He testified that on Sept. 16 O'Con- 
nor gave him $265 in cash as part 
payment on an automobile and 
that the next day he (Reuterman) 
paid the money back to O’Connor 
by check, the deal having fallen 
through. He submitted a receipt 
for the cash dated Sept. 16 and his 
canceled check, signed ‘“Thomas 
O’Connor”’” and dated Sept. 17. 
Reuterman said he gave O’Connor 
the check at 4:30 p. m. The Lin- 
coln bank was robbed at 10:30 
a. m. 

Other Alibi Testimony. 

Britt testified he was a clerk | 
in a gambling house in East St. 
Louis owned by Lloyd Bowman 
and that he worked in that estab- 
lishment throughout September. 
Miss Elmira Lentz, Granite City, | 
testified Britt had visited her every | 
day during 1930 except one day in 
October, and that he called her 
then. 

Lee told the court he was a night | 
watchman at a dog track and that 
he worked every night last Septem- 
ber. 

Sheriff Claude Hensel of Lincoln 
left for Nebraska with the three 
men immediately after the hearing.

Judge Williams granted the sus- 
pects 30 days to file a bill of ex- 
ceptions, but he departed from the. 
usual procedure by refusing to stay 
the writ of extradition pénding an 
appeal.

Eugene Foran Hurt in Playing 
Succumbs—aAccident, 
Coroner Says. 


Eugene Foran, 20 years old, 1134 
Missouri avenue, East St. Louis, 
died yesterday of an injury to his 
brain, suffered when he was struck 
by a pitched ball Saturday in a 
baseball game on a vacant lot at 
Twentieth street and Central ave- 
nues. A Coroner’s verdict of acci- 
dent was returned today.

Ex-Judge Lashly Says Only 
Aroused Public Sentiment 
Can Bring Results.

Aroused public sentiment is the 
fonly hope for suppressing crime,. 
former Circuit Judge Arthur  V. 
Lashly, who directed the Missouri 
and Illinois crime surveys, said: yes- 
terday in the weekly Community 
Forum broadcast by KMOX. 

Most important of all the re- 
quired improvements in. Govern- 


ment agencies, he added, was the 
strengthening of forces for the de- 
tection and apprehension of crim- 
inals. He cited that only a third 
of those who committed crimes in 
the large cities of this country 
were ever caught. He pointed out 
that the “quick-moving, well-fi- 
nanced and often influential” mod- 
ern criminal might commit a high- 
way robbery in St. Lotis and be in 
Chicago or Kansas City by morn- 
ing, and added, “St. Louis police 
are plagued by the East Side hood- 
lums who strike in all sorts of un- 
expected places and swiftly move 
to another state to comparative 
safety. 
For U. S. Scotland Yard. 

“An effective detective force 
which would compare, for example, 
with Scotland Yard, contemplates 
an organization which knows no 
boundaries, is unmindful of ex- 
pense and never quits. This means 
requirements of training, equip- 
ment, personnel, technique, funds 
and co-ordination of State and Fed- 
eral forces far beyond § anything 
this country has yet produced. 

“When the president of Armour 
& Co. was held up in Chicago he 
never ceased his hunt for the rob- 
bers until they were all killed or 
imprisoned, but it cost him a large 
sum of money. 

“The Chicago Tribune spent a 
fortune chasing nearly around the 
world the man who, answering one 
of their ads, assaulted the woman 
who had inserted the ad, but they 
got their man.” 

A news analysis presented by 
Carlos F. Hurd of the Post-Dis- 
patch news staff showed that, of 
112 news items published on page 
one of this newspaper in the seven 
days, Monday to yesterday, only 
five related to crimes of violence 
committed for gain. 

“Why pick on the front page?” 
he asked. “Is it the most read 
part of the paper? I am not so 
sure.””

are some crimes which, by their 
element of mystery, or the boldness 
of their challenge to society, seize 
on public interest, and which read- 
ers would seek out and devour, 
wherever in the paper they might 
be put.” 

“The effect of crime news, 
whether printed on the front page 
or elsewhere, is a question for 
psychologists,” he continued. “I 
will leave it to them to say wheth- 
er the net effect of such news is 
to convince readers that crime is 
futile and dangerous, and punish- 
ment hikely, or whether it causes 
crime to appear adventurously al- 
luring, or whether some readers 
receive one effect and some anoth- 
er. Certainly responsible news 
writing and editing will seek to 
avoid giving any false glamour to 
the sordid lives of gangsters and 
gunmen.” 

In the 112 front-page items of 
the seven days, he related, there 
were five of crimes of violence for 
gain—‘“the kind which constitutes 
the only real crime problem”’—six 
of embezzlement, bribery and bank 
losses, three of homicides “not 
premeditated and not considered 
preventable,” one of a murder 
trial, two of attempted or threat- 
ened lynchings, a liquor law con- 
viction, a jail break, two suicides, a 
divorce and two accidental deaths. 

Analysis of News. 

At the same time there were 15 
business and financial items, 10 of 
important foreign and international 
affairs, six about state and three 
about city government, eight about 
aviation, five about exploration and 
science, one about art, one obitu- 
ary and 39 miscellaneous, with no 
crime angle, 

“But it should be added,” he re- 
marked, “that the same newspaper 
had, on five week days, another 
front page, which is the first page 
of its editorial section, with a 
headline arrangement like that of 
page one, and containing foreign 
news, news of natfonal, state and 
city administration, educational 
and cultural matter, with no crime 
whatever. 

“The great philosopher, Mr. Doo- 
ley, said, ‘Sin is news, and news is 
sin.” Others have talked as if only 
the unusual and abnormal were 
news. Newspapers can be edited 
on that principle, but happily most 
hewspapers are not. The newspa- 
per must keep the public informea 
of things good and bad. It must 
print the usual and the normal, 
though rejecting the merely trivial, 
and it cannot ignore the sinister. 
Keeping the balance bétween these 
elements.of news is the difficult 
and daily problem of newspaper 
making."’

WORLD AUTO PRODUCTION 
DOWN 34.6 PCT. IN 1930 


U. S. Makes 14 Times as Many 
Vehicles as England, Which 
Ranks Second. 

By the Associated Press. 

WASHINGTON, May 25.—World 
production of automobiles last year 
is reported by the Department of 
Commerce to have totaled 4,109,231 
units, a decrease of 34.6 per cent. 

Information from the 17 produc- 
ing countries shows that although 
American production decreased 37 
per cent from 5,358,420 in 1929 to 
3,355,986 last year, factories in this 
country manufactured more than 
14 times as many vehicles as were 
produced in England, which ranked 
second. 

Exports from the United States 
decreased by 298,577, or more than 
55 per cent, but were five times 
as great as exports from Canada 
and seven times as great as those 
from France, the leading European 
country in 1930. 

With the large 1929 carry-over 
gradually absorbed during 1930, 
the department found a greatly 
diminished supply of vehicles on 
hand and as the new year began 
“the industry throughout the world 
was generally on a sounder basis 
as a result of the painful readjust- 
ment.” 

A greater relative decrease - in 
passenger cars than trucks and 
busses was reported.

WASHINGTON, May 24. — Fe- 
males outnumbered males in St. 
Louis, 420,254 to 401,706, or by a 
ratio of 100 females to 95.5 males, 
on April 1, 1930, the Census Bu- 
reau announced today. 

The census report also disclosed 
that the number of Negroes in St. 
Louis had increased from 69,854 in 
1920 to 93,580 last year, or 34 per 
cent, while the white population 


increased from 702,615 in 1920 to’ 


726,879 in 1930, or only 3.5 per 
cent. 

The number of persons of other 
races, including Mexicans, Indians, 
Chinese, Japanese and Filipinos in- 
creased from 428 in 1920 to 1501 
in 1930. The total population of 
St. Louis, according ‘to the 1930 
census, was 821,960. 

The foreign-born population de- 
creased from 103,239 in 1920 to 
80,386 in 1930.

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JAPAN GUTS SALARIES: 
THREAT OF RAIL STRIKE 


Executives Agree Not to Resign 
if Cabinet Agrees to Can- 
cel Reduction. 


By the Associated Press. 
TOKIO, May 25.—The immediate 


menace of a railway strike that 
might develop into a general walk- 
out in Japan apparently was re- 
moved today following a confer- 
ence of railway workers with Min- 
ister of Railways Yoku Egi. 


The situation arose when the 
Cabinet announced a wage cut of 
all Government employes receiving 
more than 85 yen ($42.50) 
monthly, including the railways 
and military and naval forces. 

Chiefs of bureaus and sections 
who interviewed Minister Egi 
agreed not to resign provided the 
Minister obtained the Cabinet's 
acquiescence to their request for a 
nonreduction in wages and no sub- 
sequent reduction of personnel. 

Should the Government remain 
firm in its intention to reduce 
wages, 60,000 officials, including 
9000 railroad men, would be af- 
fected. 

In sympathy with their superi- 
ors, 210,000 railway employes 
whose wages had not been cut 
threatened to cease work and at- 
tempt to cause a general strike. 

That the police considered the 
situation critical was shown this 
afternoon when Emperor Hirohito 
and Empress Nagako arrived at 
the central station here from 
Hayama, where they spent 11 days. 

The royal party returned in a 
special train and the 50 miles of 
line over which they journeyed was 
guarded all the way by police. 
There also was an extra guard at 
the station and the Emperor went 
from the train to an automobile 
equipped with bullet-proof glass.

TALK AS ‘PASSING THE BUCK’ 


Senator Says Secretary Took Credit

WASHINGTON, May 25.—Secre- 
tary Mellon's discussion of taxes 
was described today by Senator 
Couzens (Rep.), Michigan, as “an 
obvious attempt to sustain the evi- 
dent intention of the administra- 
tion not to have a tax increase at 
the next session of Congress.” 

“Nothing can stand in the way 
of the tax increase in the next ses- 
sion,”” said Couzens, a member of 
the Finance Committee, “except 
playing politics with the Treasury 
Department. One of the criticisms 
America has had of other nations 
is that they did not balance their 
budgets. If we are to be consist- 
ent, we should balance our bud- 
get.”’ 

The Michigan Senator said: “It 
is rather ludicrous, after all the 
years of boosting President Cool- 
idge and Secretary Mellon did for 
the wonderful condition of the 
Treasury and their great accom- 
plishment in reducing taxes, to see 
Mr. Mellon now pass the buck to 
Congress for the deficit. As a 
matter of fact, Congress is respon- 
sible for both.” Couzens predict- 
ed a Government deficit of $2,000,- 
000,000 by the end of the next fis- 
cal year.

STEEL MAN DISCUSSES 
AMERICAN DEPRESSION 


Recovery Not Wholly Condi- 
tioned on World Problems, 
Says James A. Farrell. 


By the Associated Press. 
NEW YORK, May 25.—James A. 


Farrell, president of the United 
States Steel Corporation, predicted 
a period of increasing trade actiy- 
ity in a radio address last night. 
He urged that 10 per cent of 


American farm and factory prod- 
ucts be exported, but pointed out 
that business recovery here is not 
wholly conditioned on the solution 
of problems in other lands. “If we 
could solve our own problems,” he 
said, “we should avoid controver- 
sies that can have no immediate 
and practical effects upon Ameri- 
can trade. We possess within our- 
selves the power to lead the world 
trade recovery. This power, to be 
effective, must be directed to the 
solution of our domestic situation. 
If we would aid the world, our ef- 
forts must begin at home. 

“I am convinced that our worst 
experiences are behind us and that 
we are gradually entering upon a 
period of increasing trade activity.”’ 

American thought, Farrell as- 
serted, has been rapidly srystalliz- 
ing in regard to domestic prob- 
lems. 

“There is a keen desire among 
leaders of industry to find a means 
whereby the effects of violent 
fluctuations in world trade may be 
neutralized or mitigated in the 
future,” he said. “Time and pa- 
tience are required in the solution 
Unemployment 
is an economic condition which is 
a challenge to the constructive 
thought of modern times. 

“The large increase in deposits 
in our savings banks, to mention 
but one favorable symptom, shows 
that we possess within ourselves 
the power to speed revival of busi- 
ness at home. Much of the delay 
in the return of buying activity is 
due to lack of confidence in the 
future. Discussions which lead 
nowhere have tended to excite fears 
and apprehensions which have no 
solid foundation in the facts 
which testify to the unimpaired 
economic strength and sound busi- 
ness structure of our country.”

FORMER STONE-CUTTER GETS 
HIGHEST HONOR FOR SCULPTORS 


Work of Andrew O’Connor, Provi- 
dence, R. I., Placed Perma- 
nently in Tate Gallery. 
By the Associated Press. 
LONDON, May 25.—Andrew 
O’Connor, a former stonecutter in 
Providence, R. I., has won what 
many consider the highest honor 
for sculptors—his “Mother of Sor- 
rows,” the heroic bronze figure of 
a kneeling woman, has been ac- 
cepted for permanent exhibition in 
the National Gallery Milbank, bet- 
ter known as the Tate Gallery. He 
will unveil his bust of Lincoln in 
Providence on Memorial day. 
O’Connor, who years ago was 
glad to get a job chopping cherubs 
on tombstones, is the first Amert- 
can sculptor to be so honored. A 
few years ago he became the first 
American sculptor to win a medal 
at the Paris salon, and for achiev- 
ing that honor was made a cheva- 
lier of the Legion of Honor.

SOVIET PAPER BLAMES U. S, 
FOR WHEAT MEETING RESULT 


Says Americans Refused to Com- 
promise on Acrenge Cuts to Fur- 
ther “Dumping” Pian, 
By the Associated Press. 
MOSCOW, May 25.—The United 
States is pictured as the villain of 
the recent wheat conference at 
London in an editorial today in the 
military newspaper “Red Star.”’ The 
Americans, the editorial says, stood 
firmly against internaitonal mar- 
keting pools and refused to com- 
promise on acreage reductions, thus 
ending the conference “without re- 
sults as had been expected.” 
“The greed of the capitalists 
knows no bounds,” says the edi- 
torial. ‘‘To increase profits they 
let millions starve. Soviet Russia 
was willing to compromise, but the 
United States and Canada would 
consider nothing but their own 
plan of dumping huge surpluses in 
Europe at the expense of other 
wheat-growing countries. 
“We were willing to adopt a 
quota basis, but only on the pre- 
war export figures. No one can say 
we are over-producing. With the 
great growth of our urban popula- 
tion we need more bread and our 
exports have not reached the pre- 
war basis. The American plan 
would have meant hunger for the 
masses.” 


FOR SILVER BASIS IN MEXICO 


Treasury Expert Says Concentra- 
tion of Gold Forces It. 

MEXICO CITY, May 25.—The 
fact that 65 per cent of the world’s 
minted gold is held by France and 
the United States makes necessary 
a return to a generalized silver 
monetary system at a fixed ratio 
of exchange, Constantino Perez 
Duarte, Treasury expert, said in a 
statement published today. 

One of the basic causes of the 
present business depression, he 
said, is the depreciation in the buy- 
ing power of silver, upon which 
most of the world must rely for its 
purchases. He said the decrease 
in silver production in Mexico was 
a principal reason for the economic 
crisis this country is experiencing, 
pointing out that production of 
metals here last March fell $6,500,- 
000 below the value of metals 
mined in March of last year. 


AIR SPEED RECORD REPORTED 


Pilots Training for Races Said to 
Have Bettered Old Mark. 


CALSHOT, England, May 25.— 
The world’s airplane speed record 
of 357 miles per hour, made by 
Squadron Leader August H. Orle- 
bar in 1929, was reported today to 
have been broken several times by 
pilots in training for the Schneider 
Cup races, 

While the figures have not been 
given out, it was understood that 
pilots exceeded 360 miles per hour 
while driving racing seaplanes in 
trial flights.

$30,000,000 CUT 
IN COSTS FOR YEAR 


President Is Informed at 
Rapidan Conference That 
Expenses Will Fall Be- 
low Appropriation. 


NO REDUCTION IN 
PAY OR PERSONNEL 


Receipts in April Show First 


Increase Since Depres- 
sion Began—Record Mark 


in Savings. 


By the Associated Press. 

WASHINGTUN, May 25.—The 
Government’s economy drive has 
not lost its momentum although 
tentative savings of considerably 
more than $75,000,000 already have 
been agreed upon. 

Presidential approval yesterday 
of plans to save about $38,000,000 
this year in the Postoffice Depart- 
ment was the latest step in the 
economy campaign. The War and 
Interior departments have agreed 
to savings; Treasury and Justice 
have been instructed to see how 
they can cut expenses. 

In his third week-end devoted to 


the problem, President Hoover 
learned at his Rapidan, Va., camp 
that Postoffice economies initiated 
last summer will save about $38,- 
000,000 out of an $843,000,000 ap- 
propriation for the present fiscal 
year, ending next June 30. In the 
next financial year, $15,000,000 net 
is to be saved. 
Saving Next Year. 


An officiai announcement on the 
conference said the latter figure 
took into consideration a $13,000,- 
000 increase in expenses that would 
result from enforcement of the 44- 
hour work week law passed by the 
last Congress. Economies in the 
next year are expected to reach 
$28,000,000, leaving the net of $15,- 
000,000. 

A comprehensive efficiency pro- 
gram was formulated at the con- 
ference which Postmaster-General 
Brown and the four Assistant Post- 
masters-General — Glover, Philp, 
Tilton and Coleman—had with the 
President. In the tentative sched- 
ule neither decreased personnel 
nor salary cuts were included. 

The official announcement said 
Postoffice receipts this year prob- 
ably would be 
original estimates. Postmaster- 
General Brown has estimated the 
department would have a $150,- 
000,000 deficit this year.

QUEEN HELEN OUSTED 
FROM ROYAL FAMILY 


Estranged Wife of Carol to 
Leave Rumania Soon—Re- 
fused Reconciliation.

BUCHAREST, Rumania, May 25. 


—Queen Helen, estranged wife of 
King Carol and mother of Crown 
Prince Michael, has been expelled 
from the royal family. 

The newspaper Patria, official 
organ of the Zaranist party, says 


that a decree is being drafted for 
submission to the new Parliament 
confirming her exclusion and stat- 
ing she is no longer entitled to the 
rights and honors accorded to roy- 
alty. 

War Minister Stephanescu al- 
ready has issued to the army an 
order, authorized by Premier Jor- 
go, forbidding observance of the 
Queen’s saint day next Thursday. 

Parliament is expected to pass 
the measure as soon as it assembles 
and Queen Helen will leave the 
country permanently’ thereafter, 
terminating her uncertain marital 
status of more than two years.

He 
was just 15 years old. Since then, 
from Maine to Oklahoma, he has 
dug ditches, drilled for oil, washed 
dishes, and scrimped and labored 
for a high school .and university 
education. 

“My interest in Theodora yas 
aroused in childhood,” he said. “l 
came from the same village near 
Constantinople where she was born 
and ali through my childhood | 
heard folk tales of the great Theo- 
dora. The memories of my early 
childhood on the Bosphorus have 
been woven into the play.” 

Michalaros has written several 
books of poetry and prose, for one 
of which Jane Addams, founder of 
Hull House, wrote the introduction.

Boys and Girls Consider It a Privi- 
lege to Be Allowed to Make 
Candy. 

Melt one-fourth cup butter in a 
saucepan, add two squares 
unsweetened chocolate and stir un- 
til the chocolate melts. Add two 
cups light brown sugar, three ta- 
blespoons white corn syrup and 

one cup milk. 

Stir over a slow fire until the 
sugar is dissolved, then heat quick- 
ly to the boiling point and boil to 
230 degrees on a candy thermome- 
ter, or boil until a little of the 
mixture forms a soft ball when 
dropped in cold water. Add one- 
fourth cup butter, stir to mix and 
continue boiling to 250 degrees or 
until a hard ball is formed, when 
a little of the mixture is dropped 
in cold water. Remove from the 
fire, and add another one-fourth 
cup butter, one-fourth cup undi- 
luted evaporated milk or thin 
cream. 

Return to the fire and continue 
boiling, stirring constantly, until 
the mixture forms a firm, hard 
ball in cold water or until it 
reaches 250 degrees again. 

Remove at once from the fire, 
stir in two teaspoons vanilla and 
one cup chopped nut meats. Pour 
into a well-greased shallow pan 
and when half cold mark into 
squares that can be broke apart 
when cold. Wrap in waxed paper 
if the candy is to be kept.

HOW TO PREPARE 
FOUR TASTY DISHES 


Directions for Making Soups, 
Rhubarb Pudding and Ger- 
man Potato Salad. . 


There are a number of recipes 
for German potato salad, and the 
one given was supplied by a Ger- 
man neighbor, who is famous for 
her salads. The main difference 


between this and the average po- 
tato salad would seem to lie in the 
fact that here the potatoes ape 
used while hot. Firm small pota- 
toes are best to use, and in some 
shops potatoes of a special variety 
can be bought for salads. Pota- 
toes with a waxy texture make the 
best salads of this type. 
. German Potato Salad. 

Wash a dozen small new pota- 
toes and cook without peeling in 
boiling salted water for 20 min- 
utes or until tender. Drain, cool 
slightly, pee] and slice thinly. Slice 
directly into a bowl and when 
about half the potatoes have been 
sliced add a thin layer of thinly 
sliced onions and sprinkle with salt 
and pepper. Slice the rest of the 
potatoes on top of the onions. 
Pour the following mixture over 
the potatoes, cover and let stand 
until cold: Six tablespoons salad 
oil, four tablespoons vinegar, one- 
half teaspoon paprika, a dash of 
cayenne, one teaspoon prepared 
mustard, one-half teaspoon salt and 
a little pepper. 

Before serving mix carefully with 
a fork, sprinkle with minced pars- 
ley and serve with cooked salad 
dressing and a garnish of hard- 
boiled eggs and sliced dill pickles. 

Spanish Omelet. 

This is made by adding the fol- 
lowing sauce to a plain omelet: For 
four servings melt two tablespoons 
butter and add a small onion sliced 
thin, half a shredded green pep- 
per and four mushrooms cut in 
slices. Cover and cook slowly for 
eight minutes. Add two cups 
canned tomatoes, salt and pepper 
to season and cook uncovered for 
20 minutes. Stir occasionally. Make 
a plain omelet and when {firm 
spread the sauce over the top, fold 
and turn out on a hot platter. 

Baked Rhubard Pudding. 

This same recipe may be cooked 
in two different ways and will 
make puddings that are quite dif- 
ferent in texture and flavor. Wash 
one pound of young rhubarb and 
cut the stalks in pieces about an 
inch long. Putin a greased baking 
dish and spread with one cup sugar. 
Sift together two cups flour, one- 
half teaspoon salt, three teaspoons 
baking powder and one-quarter 
cup sugar. Rub in one-third cup 
shortening and when well blended 
stir in one beaten egg mixed with 
three-quarters cup milk. Spread 
over the rhubarb and make in a 
hot oven, 400 degrees, for 35 min- 
utes or until well browned. The 
rhubarb cooks and make a sauce 
on the bottom of the pudding. 

To steam the mixture put the 
sliced rhubarb and sugar in a pud- 
ding mold or deep bowl and pour 
the batter over it to fill the mold 
two-thirds full. Cover with a piece 
of buttered paper and place in a 
pan containing enough boiling 
water to come half way up on the 
mold. Cover the pan and boil 
gently for two and one-half hours, 
adding water to the pan as it 
boils away. When done, turn out 
and serve with hard or creamy 
sauce. 

Clear Broth. 

Making a perfectly clear broth 
from meat and bones is a long 
drawn out process, and rather an 
expensive one. After the broth 
has been cooked very slowly the 
necessary time, or about two to 
three hours, tet it cool and skim 
off the fat, then strain the broth 
through cheesecloth. Measure, 
and to each quart of broth add one 
beaten egg white and the crushed 
egg shell mixed with a little cold 
water. Heat very slowly to the 
boiling point, stirring frequently, 
and boil a minuté or two. Then 
remove from the fire, let stand 
about half an hour ands strain 
again through double cheesecloth. 
The broth should cook very slowly 
at all times. 


How to Thicken Custard.. 

In making custards or other 
mixtures where eggs are used to 
thicken the liquid remember that 
one egg will thicken two-thirds 
cup milk, or that two egg yolks 
or two whites may be used instead 
of a whole egg. When cornstarch 
is used as a thickener one table- 
spon (level) will thicken one cup 
milk enough to make a thick cus- 
tard, while one and one-half ta- 
blespoons is needed to make a mix- 
ture that can be molded when 
cold.

SWEET LUNCHEON BISCUITS 


Delicious Hot Bread to Serve at 
Family Meals. ee 


Fancy or sweet hot breads are 
returning to the breakfast table. 


This recipe for gypsy buns makes 
a very tempting sweet biscuit type 
of hot bread. 

Ingredients needed are two cups 
flour, two teaspoons baking pow- 
der, one teaspoon soda, two table- 
spoons sugar, one-half teaspoon 
salt, four tablespoons butter, one 
cup sour milk, one tablespoon 
sweet milk and one-third cup 
cocoanut. 

Sift tegether dry ingredients; cut 
in shortening. Add sour milk, and 
make into soft dough. Toss onto 
slightly floured board and roll to 
one-quarter inch thickness. Cut 
into biscnits, brush over with sweet 
milk and sprinkle with cocoanut. 
Bake in hot oven (400 degrees) 15 
minutes. 


Stuffed Orabs. “.* 
Cut two large cans of crabmeat 


into smajl pie¢es. Scald one and 
one-half cups milk with small piece 
of bay leaf. Remove bay leaf and 
make a white sauce of three table- 
spoons butter, three tablespoons of 
flour and milk, then add one-half 
teaspoon salt, a few grains cay- 
enne, a little nutmeg, one teaspoon 
chopped parsley and yolks of two 
eggs slightly beaten and lemon 
juice. Add crabmeat, fill dishes 
and cover one-half cup buttered 
crumbs and bake until crumbs are 
brown. 


Molded Salad Dressing. 

A small amount of gelatine add- 
ed to a cooked salad dressing im- 
proves it and makes it stand up 
firm and hard (using about two 
teaspoonfuls gelatine to a pint of 
dressing).

Fresh ripe pineapple and straw- 
berries, pink stewed rhubarb and 


whatever other fresh fruits are 
available in the markets taste bet- 
ter when served with some sort 
of cookie or, wafer—and what is 
better than nut cookies, little spice 
cakes or crisp sugar wafers. Of 
course you may have difficulty in 
saving them long enough to serve 
with fruits, especially if the cookie 
jar is of those gaily decorated ones 
that are so reasonable and so at- 
tractive. However, these recipes 
make a generous quantity, and the 
suggestion is to make up at least 
two kinds at a time—the spice and 
nut ones really improve on stand- 
ing if possible. 
Nut Cookies. 

Nut cookies may contain peanuts, 
pecans, walnuts or almonds, ac- 
cording to taste. Cream together 
one-third cup butter or any pre- 
ferred shortening and one cup su- 
gar. When blended to a _ fine 
smooth cream add one egg and beat 
again. Stir in one-quarter cup milk 
and then one cup flour sifted with 
one-quarter teaspoon salt and one 
teaspoon baking powder. Next add 
two-thirds cup coarsely chopped 
nut meats and then one teaspoon 
vanilla and one-half cup more of 
flour or enough to make a soft 
dough that can be handled without 
sticking to the fingers. Turn out 
on a lightly floured board and 
shape into a roll about two inches 
in diameter. Wrap in heavy waxed 
paper and chill for two hours or 
longer. Cut down in thin slices, 
place on a greased baking sheet 
and bake in a hot oven—425 de- 
grees—for eight to ten minutes. 
Makes about three dozen cookies. 

Small Spice Cakes. 

Small Spice Cakes are baked in 
tiny cake pans, then iced all over 
with chocolate, white or orange 
icing. Cream together one-fourth 
cup shortening and _ three-fourth 
cup soft brown sugar until the mix- 
ture is a soft, fine cream. Add two 
egg yolks and beat until smooth. 
Stir in one-half cup milk, then one 
and three-quarters cups sifted cake 
flour mixed with three tablespoons 
cocoa, one and one-half teaspoons 
baking powder, one-fourth teaspoon 
salt, two teaspoons cinnamon, one- 
half teaspoon cloves and one-fourth 
teaspoon allspice. When well mixed 
fold in the stiffly beaten whites of 
two eggs and bake in very small, 
greased cake pans, filling each two- 
thirds full. Bake in a moderate 
oven—375 degrees—for 10 minutes. 
Cool slightly, remove from the pans 
and when cold cover with chocolate 
or any preferred icing. These will 
keep fresh for almost.a week. 
Makes from two to three dozen 
depending on the size of the pans. 

Sugar Wafers. 

Sugar wafers are crispy, crunchy 
goodies that are good with fruit or 
with the cold fruit drinks that will 
be more and more popular as the 
days grow warmer. Cream to- 
gether one-half cup butter and one 
cup fine granulated sugar and 
when thoroughly blended add one 
whole egg and one beaten yolk. 
Next stir in one-fourth cup milk, 
one-half teaspoon grated lemon 
rind and one-eighth teaspoon nut- 
meg. Sift one and three-fourths 
cups cake flour with one-half tea- 
spoon baking powder and add. Mix 
to a very stiff batter, adding a lit- 
tle more flour if necessary. The 
mixture should be just too soft to 
handle. -~Grease flat cake pans or 
inverted roasting pans and spread 
a thin layer of the batter evenly 
on them. Sprinkle with a little 
granulated sugar and bake in a 
hot oven—425 degrees—for 8 to 
10 minutes, or until a delicate 
brown. Remove at once frofn the 
oven, cut in small squares with 
a sharp knife and lift from the pan 
to a clean towel or, better, to a 
wire cake cooler. If the wafers 
harden on the pan before they can 
all be removed, put the pan back 
in the oven for a minute to soften 
the wafers. Brush the crumbs 
from the pans before greasing and 
using a second time. The recipe 
makes about six dozen small 
wafers. 

Jam Biscuits. 

Jam biscuits are a different type 
of baked delight from those just 
mentioned, but they are good with 
@ cup of tea or for breakfast. Sift 
two cups flour with four teaspoons 
baking powder and one-half tea- 
spoon salt. Rub in one-third cup 
shortening and one tablespoon 
sugar. When well mixed add two- 
thirds cup milk or enough to make 
@ soft dough. Turn out on a 
floured board and pat or roll out 
to one-half inch thickness. Shape 
with a small round cutter and then 
make a deep dept in each biscuit, 
using the thumb ora thimble. Fill 
with peach, raspberry, plum or any 
kind of jam, place on a greased 
pan and bake in a hot oven or at 
425 degrees, for 10 to 15 minutes. 
Serve warm. 

Cheese biscuits are made in 
much the same way, adding to the 
mixture given for jam biscuits, one- 
half cup grated cheese and using 
two tablespoons shortening instead 
of one-third cup. This is because 
the cheese has a large percentage 
of fat. Add the cheese and the 
shortening at the same time afd 
mix into the flour mixture. Add 
milk or water to moisten to a soft 
dough, turn out on a floured board 
and pat to a scant half-inch thick- 
ness. Shape with a small cutter 
and place on a greased pan. Bake 
in a hot oven for 10 minutes. Serve 
warm, These are good with salads

M BRIDE TELLS DRYS 
NOW IS TINE 10 Flat 


Declares Wet Propaganda Must 
Be Offset by Education, 
Research and Publicity. 


F. Scott McBride, general super 
intendent of the Anti-Saloon 
League of America, speaking yes- 
terday at Lafayette Park Methodist 
Church, South, undertook to tell! 
“Where We Are” and to outline 


“The Next Steps.” 

Dr. McBride will speak tomor- 
row night at Third Baptist Church, 
Grand and Washington boulevards. 
on the subject, “A Time to Fight.” 
Admission will be free. 

“We have the amendment,” he 
said yesterday. ‘‘We have the law 
for its enforcement. We have in 
the White House one who wishes 
prohibition to succeed. Prohibition 
is under Civil Service. Commis- 
sioner Amos W. W. Woodcock is 
in charge of prohibition, under the 
Department of Justice. He is a 
dry. Dr. James M. Doran is in 
charge of permits and industrial 
alcohol, under the Treasury. He 
is also a dry. These two men are 
efficient and faithful. The Wick- 
ersham Commission has reported. 
It opposed repeal, the return of 
the saloon, Government sale and 
modification. It urged better co- 
operation from the states, and that 
the Federal Government give a 
more aggressive program. This 
situation and the task challenge 
the drys as never Vefore. Will they 


make good? 
Drys’ Position. 

“In the elections of 1930 the 
wets, backed by a group of mult> 
millionaires, made the most aggres- 
sive wet fight that has been made 
since prohibition came. The eco- 
nomic depression aided them. Some 
drys were defeated, but even at that 
10 more drys are in the Seventy- 


‘|second Congress that will convene 


next December than were in Con- 
gress when the national prohibition 
resolution was submitted in 1917. 
The new United States Senate has 
as many drys as at any time in the 
history of the movement. The non- 
partisan program of the drys, that 
had in nearly every case nominated 
drys in both parties, made this pos- 
sible. 

This, however, does not mean se- 
curity in °32, ’34 and ’36. A change 
of 75 votes in Congress, which 
would mean three on an average 
from 25 states, would give the wets 
a majority in the House of Repre- 
senstatives, and if that is done pro- 
hibition will be in the hands of its 
enemies. The condition would be 
similar to that of a child on the 
operating table at the mercy of a 
surgeon who uses his knife to kill 
rather than cure. 

“Prohibition is not succeeding 
100 per cent, nor is any law, but 
the conditions under prohibition, 
while not 100 per cent perfect, are 
at their worst better than the con- 
ditions under the licensed liquor 
traffic at their best. Chicago had 
before prohibition 7152 saloons and 
12,000 bootleggers, in addition to 
these saloon keepers, who paid 
a tax to the Federal Gov- 
ernment. The wets have entered 
into a conspiracy with the criminal 
groups in an effort to Break down 
prohibition. Prohibition does not 
make the criminal, but reveals him. 
With one hand the wets are urging 
the criminal to use prohibition as a 
vehicle of corruption and with the 
other hand they are reaching out 
to write the claim that prohibition 
is a failure. 

Record of the Whisky Traffic. 

“In the Wickersham report 
somewhere, in addition to their 
findings, some of the commission- 
ers give an intimation that if the 
wets cannot be induced to accept 
the law and continue to violate it, 
the best thing to do would be to 
surrender to them rather than en- 
force obedience to this constitu- 
tional provision. When did the 
whisky traffic ever know or keep 
alaw? No law that sought to tax, 
regulate or prohibit has been ob- 
served by whisky. The whisky re- 
bellion of 1784 was the first mar- 
tial arm to be lifted against the 
Govermnent. We passed laws 
against selling to minors, but they 
ignored them. We enacted laws 
against selling to drunkards, but 
as long as a drinking man could 
hang upon the bar and keep his 
feet on the brass rail they took his 
gold and gave him liquor. We 
passed Sunday closing laws, but 
they opened the side door and 
trampled the Sabbath beneath 
their feet. We tried local option, 
but the wet territory ignored the 
laws of dry territory. We have 
now a national law in the Consti- 
tution itself, and the brewers and 
bootleggers, true to their nature, 
are defying constitutional authority 
and saying to us, surrender to old- 
time conditions. 

“Al Capone and his gang that 
have buijJded a system fed upon 
liquor that has its roots in liquor 
government, are saying that the 
prohibition law breeds disrespect 
to law and brings only’ trouble, 
and they and their kind are asking 
that they be given back the condi- 
tions of former days. Capone has 
said that he has had nothing but 
trouble since prohibition came. The 
one way to get rid of such trouble 
is to destroy the system. The Ca- 
pones were born, bred and fed un- 
der a loquar regime and they will 
go when liquor goes and not until 
then. 

“Such defiance of constitutional 
government has not been caused 
by prohibition, but by a lack off 
prohibition and by liquor that pro- 
hibition forbids and outlaws. 

“Now a Time to Fight.” 

“This is no time to retreat. It fs 
not a time to resubmit prohibition 
to the states by a dry Congress. It 
is not a time to modify, repeal er 
nullify. It is a time to fight. 

“We must carry the truth to the 


youth. There are 6,000,000 new 
voters every four years. Wet pro- 
paganda, the chief encouragement 
of the outlawed liquor traffic, and 
the greatest cause of lawlessness 
today, must be offest by education, 
research and publicity. 


“We must get the business men 
in back of prohibition. We must 
organize down into local communi- 
ties. It is a mistake to under-esti- 
mate the resources and strength of 
the wets. Some have felt, because 
we were able to ratify national pro- 
hibition in 46 states that the senti- 
ment in these states was a majority 
dry. This has been foolish. Jor

He had, true 
enough, characterized America and 
himself ag crazy, but that was much 
different from being insane. One 
can be amused at craziness, but the

Barton seemed unceasingly 
amused at people and events. That 
amusement, capitalized through 
the medium of his genius as a 
satirist and artist, made him 
wealthy, permitted him what he 
termed in his farewell note “an ex- 
ceptionally glamorous life.” But his 
troubles were mental, psychologi- 
cal, not material. An insupportable 
restiveness, melancholia ... some- 
thing he wanted but failed to grasp. 
One can read it between the lines 
of his farewell note, ta 
Perhaps, as his brother Homer 
said, “it broke his heart’ because 
he had lost Carlotta Monterey, his 
third wife and now the wife of 
Eugene O'Neill, the dramatist. His 
note indicated such en hypothesis 
would not be far amiss, though he 
predicted in the note that “prac- 
tically -all the hypothesis will be 
dramatic and completely wrong.” 
The idea of a broken heart is cer- 
tainly dramatic enough; is it com- 
pletely wrong?

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HE whole country smiled at a 

hectic little battle over social 

precedence waged between two 
prominent women at the nation’s 
capital in the present administra- 
tion.

We might have had occasion 
to view it with alarm had it gone 
on to become comparable with an- 
other case of social warfare which 
involved another administration 
100 years ago.

because of her, the admfnistration 
of Old Hickory, elected on issues 
of democratic simplicity, was 
turned into a social dictatorship, 
and the hero, fresh from military 
victories, was changed into a gen- 
eral of the drawing-room  battle- 
field; how the President in two 
years devoted more writing to her 
social sponsorship than to his state 
papers; how all official Washing- 
ton was divided, with the whole 
country taking sides on a question 
of social supremacy—all this and 
more is the story of “Peggy Eaton” 
(Minton, Balch & Co.) given 
anew by Queena Pollack, its most 
complete and, possibly, due to the 
advantage of perspective, its first 
unbiased presentation.

| He Washington and aside from 

her entanglement in important 
political affairs of her day, prob- 
ably more so than any other Amer- 
ican woman before or since and 
long before we had our political 
equality, Peggy’s personal history 
also is stranger than fiction, Born 
an inkeeper’s daughter she became 
the wife of a Cabinet minister, ter- 
ritorial governor and ambassador, 
the confidant of a queen, the moth- 
er of a duchess and the grand- 
mother of Randolphs of Virginia. 

Plainly it is now ready for movie 
dramatization.

OLUMINOUS research at Miss

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FAMOUS SOCIAL WAR 
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Peggy Eaton Started It and Before She Was Through Andrew 
Jackson's Cabinet Was Wrecked and His Entire Administration 
Was Involved in the Bitter Row That Lasted For Years.

During the two years the inves- 
tigation went on all official Wash- 
ington lined up for or against 
Peggy and every social function 
was designed either to honor or to 
snub her. The official First Lady, 
the President’s niece, was sent back 
to Tennessee because she refused 
to invite Peggy to the White House. 
Upon this evidence Washington de- 
risively proclaimed her Unofficial 
Hostess and when the President 
gave a ball in her honor the ladies 
at her approach turned up their 
noses, swept their skirts aside and 
dragged their partners from the 
room. Foreign diplomats were her 
chief allies, smiling at American 
provincialism. 


Newspapers took up the cudgels 
according to their political bias. 
“In 1830 to mention a woman's 
name in the press was to make her 
famous or infamous.” Cartoons, 
caricatures, poems, plays, alle- 
gories, all were inspired by pretty 
Peg. They called her Bellona, 
Goddess of War and that is by no 
means all they called her. Gossip 
did not fail to intimate a liason 
between the President and Peggy. 
Office seekers swarmed about her, 
they said, and she controlled pub- 
lic patronage.

paper commented on her presence. 
A new generation of reporters had 
grown up, she no longer was a 
political target and nobody cared 
what had become of Pompadour 
Peg. 

Possibly that was why she just 
had to break out of retirement and 
be ostracised all over again. “The 
title American Pompadour was 
switched with sudden derision to 
Ninon de L’ Enclos’” when in her 
old age she married a wily Italian 
dancing master young enough to be 
her grandson and who did in fact 
elope with her granddaughter and 
all her fortune. His name was 
Buchignani and when the minister 
commented upon its resemblance 
to Buchanan, Peggy replied firmly, 
“I could have married President 
Buchanan, but I preferred Signor 
Buchagnani.” 

Just before she died in 1879 
newspapers re-discovered her and 
she had another grand publicity 
fling with her reminiscences.

Raw Foods 


AN a man live on raw food? 
& Yes, but why should he? There 

are few advantages and many 
disadvantages to a diet made up 
entirely of raw foods. 
Perhaps the most important dis- 
advantage is that with a diet of 
raw food, digestion becomes the 
main job of existence, after the 
manner of the cow. 

A series of interesting experi- 
ments has been performed and re- 
ported by Drs, Loewy and Behrens, 
on the metabolism of seven pa- 
tients accustomed to a diet of fresh 
raw leaf and root vegetables, fruits, 
nuts, uncooked cereals, oil and 
honey. 

To begin with, it was found that, 

though the patients were allowed 
free choice and all they wanted, 
the amounts of food consumed rep- 
resented an average daily intake 
of but 1500 calories. This makes 
but a very meager diet, too low for 
the average person. 
Then, too, much of the food sub- 
stance eaten was not absorbed but 
passed out of the body in the fecal 
waste, so that in the end the daily 
absorbed energy equivalent was a 
little less than a 1000 calories. 

The proteins in these diets were 
to» low in quantity to allow for 
adequate growth and the replace- 
ment of worn-out tissues. The in- 
vestigators pointed out that such a 
diet and such fmadequate rations 
were a distinct menace to health 
and to life. 

Other studies made on animals 
compared the nutritive values of 
raw and cooked foods and their 
relative effects upon growth and 
reproduction. 

These studies demonstrated that 
) the eating of cooked food hada 
better effect on the experimental 
animals. Most of the foods, par- 
ticularly meats, were more easily 
digested and more readily assimi- 
lated when cooked. 

The conclusions confirm the 
prevalent conviction that a mized 
diet of cooked foods with raw 
fruits and vegetables provides ade- 
quate nutrition and safeguards 
growth and health.
